BU’s Into Points 
Is Stopped 


ROM today bread units can no longer be exchanged 
into points. Making this announcement yester- 
day, the Food Ministry stated that the scheme 


had “ operated unfairly.” 


A not less potent reason was 
undoubtedly the fact that 
under the scheme the grocers’ 
shops were being emptied of 
points goods faster than they 
could be replaced. 

It will stin be possible, how- 
ever, for people to give up points 
in order to obtain more B.U.s. 

In the new rationing period, 
beginning today, canned macaroni 
is down from three points to one 
and canned Irish stew from four 
points to two. 

Dried eggs are up from 8 points 
to ten. New foods obtainable on 
points (details of which are given 
in the advertisement in page 3, 
columns 1 and 2) include canned 
bacon and ham rashers and 
canned sausages. 

Though the fats ration is un- 
changed at 6 oz. per week, the 
amount of butter is increased 
ony other week from 2 oz. to 

0. 

Extra Christmas rations are to 
be distributed as follows: — 

Meat. —An extra 8d. worth, half 
of it in corned beef, in the week 
December 15 to 22 (in Scotland. 
December 22 to 28). It 1s not 
being given during Christmas 
week owing to the impossibility of 
distributing the extra supplies two 
days before Christmas. 

Sugar—An extra 14 lb. of which 
4 lb. must be demarara, any time 
in the ration month. 

Sweets.—An extra) lb., but only 
for the under 18's and over 70's. 

The cut in the bacon ration, 
prophesied by Mr. Strachey, is ex- 
pected to operate in the New Year. 
The new ration will probablv be 
2 oz. During the war it varied 
between 4 oz. and 8 oz.
